- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed with the Examiner a proposal 
of rolling dependent claim 4 into independent claim 1, dependent claim 4 into independent claim 20, dependent claim 
28 into independent claim 21, dependent claim 27 into independent claim 22, and dependent claim 29 into independent 
claim 23, in an attempt to overcome the prior art of record. The Applicant's representative argued that the rejections 
made by the Examiner in the Final Rejection Mailed on 5/31/05 were improper. Regarding dependent claim 4, and 
other similar dependent claim limitations, the Applicant's representative argued that the transition from a real-time 
mode to a time-shifted mode is "triggered by a single command of a viewer", and that the O'Connor reference requires 
multiple steps to transition from a real-time mode to a time-shifted mode. However, the Examiner respectfully 
disagreed with the Applicant's representative, maintaining that the rejections made were proper, and that the 
commonly accepted definition of the word "triggered" is "to set offer initiate", and the section of the O'Connor reference 
cited by the examiner in col. 4, line 65 - col. 5, line 1 9 clearly discloses the claimed transition mode is triggered by a 
single command of the viewer by the user selecting a function, such as a pause command, via the remote control, 
which triggers or initiates the transition from the real-time mode to the time-shifted mode, wherein any additional 
activity performed by the user or system of O'Connor is irrelevant to the current claim language, since the user 
selecting a function, such as a pause command, is the initiating or trigger to make the transition. The Examiner further 
confirmed the validity of this interpretation of the claims and application of the reference with his Supervisor, John 
Miller, and an additional examiner, Scott Beliveau. The Examiner also reiterated his remarks that buffer memory or 
frame buffers may be used at various stages throughout the circuitry of time-shifting recording devices and 
compression/decompression circuitry, which is well known to those of ordinary skill in the art and explicitly taught by 
the Yonemitsu et al reference. The Applicants' representatives may contact the Examiner to further discuss proposed 
amendments to the claim language in attempting to overcome the prior art of record . 
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
